Dangers of the Paint Brush. 


A word of warning concerning the 
dangers of the paint brush. A common 
practice among water-color artists is to 
putthe brush in the mouth, in order 
that they may with the tongue geta 
fine point, andit is argued that this 
method must be often resorted to in 
delicate painting. Moreover, artists 
frequently contract the habit of holding 
several brushes in the hand not actually 
engaged in peteting, so as to have them 
in readiness when required, and it often 
happens that the brushes, from not hav- 
ing been properly cleaned, contain a 
certain amount of dried paint on the 
handles. Now, it is well known that 
we arenot all constituted alike, for some 
persons can do with impunity what 
others could not venture upon without 
fear of serious consequences. This is 
the case with regard to the handling of 
paint brushes, for although in the ma- 
jority of instances noill effects may 
arise, still there are some “people, and 
especially girls, with such delicate and 
absorbent skins, that the injurious 
effects of the dried paint on the brush is 
conveyed to the system by the mere 
process of handling, and blood-poison- 
ing of a more or less severe character is 
the result. It would be well, therefore, 
not only to avoid placing the brush in 
the mouth, unless thoroughly cleansed 
in clear water, but also to take care that 
all paint is removed from the handles of 
the brushes before putting them away 
after use. By carefully adopting this 
practice and by occasionally sucking a 
lemon while engaged in the studio, no 
bad effects are likely to happen, and 
what has hitherto been considered a 
pleasant oecupation will not prove 
injurious to health as it has done on 
one or two occasions recently.

Mushroom Cu icre ia Engiand. 
Mushroom growing has greatly in- 
creased in England during the last 
three years, chiefly owing to the publi- 
cation, in 1883, of a little book, “ Mush- 
rooms for the Million,” by Mr. J. 
Wright. In asupplement to the fourth 
edition of this valuable book the author 
states that a farmer in the Midlands, 
acting on the instructions given, sold 
in 1885 mushrooms to the value of $509, 
and so, for the first time during years 
of depression, was able to show a bal- 
ance on the right side of his farming 
accounts. There is no doubt as to the 
great profitableness of mushroom culti- 
vation when it is properly managed. 
Colonel Gascoigne, of Parlington hall, 
near Leeds, obtained a profit of £64 2s. 
10d. from 164 yards of mushroom beds, 
although forty-two yards failed entirely 
through a mistake in management. It 
is estimated that the quantity of mush- 
rooms marketed in England has 
doubled since 1883. Still, large and 
increasing quantities are imported 
from France,in spite of the fact that 
English mushrooms are greatly supe- 
rior to French. Price has fallen by 
about 15 per cent. during the last three 
years, owing to the increased supplies, 
but they are still highly remunerative 
to successful growers. The consump- 
tion would be larger than it is if retail 
prices were reasonable. It is complained 
that greengrocers, often charge Is. 6d. 
per pound, or more, when the whole- 
sale price is 10d. The injurious effects 
which sometimes follow the eating of 
mushrooms are generally owing to 
staleness, putrefaction having com- 
menced, and it is important to buyers 
to bear in mind the fact that when the 
pink color of the gills of a fresh fun- 
gus has changed to black it is very 
stale. When only brown itis not too 


stale to be eaten with safety.

Hiardiness of French Women. 

I have been especially struck by the 
hardiness of the French woman and 
the strength of her constitution. Un- 
less she belongs to the idle and luxu- 
rious class of French women, she will 
get through an extraordinary amount 
of work in a day, eat and drink very 


sparingly, go about in the depth of 


winter with scarcely any more clothing 
upon her than in summer, rush from 
highly heated rooms into a freezing 
air and do all manner of imprudent 
things and apparently get no harm by 
it. In French schools it frequently 
happens that English girls fall seriously 
ill in winter because they try to do all 
that their French companions do and 
their constitutions are not equal to the 
strain. The French woman is endowed 
by nature with almost inexhaustible 
energy and a resisting power which 
admirably fit her for the battle of life. 
When she is thrown upon her own re- 
sources it rarely happens that she does 
not make a living somehow. She has 
what she calls “nervous attacks,” 
through over excitement, but it is very 
seldom that she falls into the low 
melancholy state that invariably goes 
with inactivity. The Frenchman, it 
may be explained, has nothing like the 
“grit” in him that the Frenchwoman 
possesses. Heis much more given to 
self-indulgence, and maybe this is the 
whole explanation. 


- — 
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Advantages of Low Ceilings. 

Rooms with lew ceilings, or with 
ceilings even with the window-top, 
says the “Popular Science Monthly,” 
are more readily and completely venti- 
lated than those with high ceilings. 
The leakage of air which is always 
going on keeps all parts of the airin 
motion in such rooms; whereas, if the 
ceiling is higher, only the lower part 
of the air is moved and an inverted 
lake of foul and hot air is left floating 
in the space above the window tops. 


To have the currents of fresh air cir- 


culating only in the lower parts of the 
room, while the upper portion of the 
air is left unaffected, is really the worst 


way of ventilating, for the stagnant 
atmospheric lake under the ceiling—| 


although motionless—keeps actwely 
at work under the law of diffusion of 
gases, fouling the fresh currents circu- 
lating beneath it. With low ceilings 
and high windows no such accumula- 
tion of air is possible, for the whole 
height of the room is swept by the cur- 
rents, as the dust of the floor is swept 
with a broom. Low ceilings have also 
the advantage of enabling the room to 
be warmed with less expenditure of 
heat and less cost of fuel. The above 
does not agree with the generally ac- 
cepted idea of the height of rooms in 
dwellings, but the authority is gooa 
and well worthy of consideration by 
persons about to build.

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Electricity and Root Growing. 


' An interesting experiment show- 
ing the influence of electricity on the 
growth of roots has been made in Ger- 
many by Professor Holdefliess. Plates 
of copper were thrust upright into the 
earth and connected by wires with 
similarly placed zinc plates about one 
hundred feet distant—an electric bat- 
tery being thus formed, with the earth 
between the copper and zinc in the 
circuit. Itis stated that potatoes and 


beets planted between such plates gave: 


an increased yield—beets fifteen per 
cent.—as compared with other parts 
of the same field.
